SERVED IN THE OFFICE OF STRATEGIC SERVICES HERE AND ABROAD AS A CIVILIAN 
AND AS A Navau orricer In 1945-45. HE IS A MEMBER OF THE BoaRD or NEw 
Yorke ASSOCIATION FOR THE BLIND AND A MEMBER OF THE COUNCIL ON FOREIGN 
RELATIONS AND THE PruGcRiImMs. HE BELONGS TO THE CENTURY ASSOCIATION, 
Corree House, Luncu Cuus, anD Merropourran CLuB (WasHrneTon, D.C.). He rs 
MARRIED AND HAS THREE CHILDREN; A DAUGHTER AND TWO SONS. HIS HOME IS AT

Mr. BASTEDO HAS BEEN ELECTED PRESIDENT AT A TIME WHEN THIS HOSPITAL 
HAS BECOME ADJUSTED TO ITS NEW BUILDING AND ITS AFFILIATION wrItTH NEW YorK 
HOSPITAL AS THE ORTHOPEDIC SERVICE OF THE CENTER. HE ASSUMES OFFICE ALSO 
AT A TIME WHEN SPECIAL SURGERY IS EXPANDING WITH THE ERECTION OF ITS NEW 
CasPaARY ReEsEaARCH BurLuprnc. UPON THE COMPLETION OF THIS ADDITION A VERY 
IMPORTANT AND VERY ACTIVE DEPARTMENT WILL COME INTO BEING ON A SCALE MUCH 
LARGER THAN THE PRESENT RESEARCH FACILITIES ON THE SECOND FLOOR. 
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THE RECORD AND CHRONICLE WOULD LIKE TO TAKE THIS OPPORTUNITY TO 
CONGRATULATE Mr. BaASTEDO UPON HIS ELECTION AND TO WISH HIM GREAT SUCCESS 
DURING HIS YEARS AS PRESIDENT OF THE SOCIETY. 


Mr. DURYEE JOINED THE BoaRpD oF Manacers in 1940, waAS ELECTED VICE- 
PRESIDENT IN 1945 anp ITs PRESIDENT rn 1948. Hrs TEN YEARS AS PRESIDENT 
HAVE BEEN VERY ACTIVE ONES DURING WHICH GREAT CHANGES HAVE TAKEN PLACE 
AT HSS, WE BELIEVE THAT THE BEST WAY TO FULLY APPRECIATE WHAT HE HAS 
ACCOMPLISHED OVER THOSE YEARS IS TO ASK THOSE WITH WHOM HE WAS MOST CLOSE@- 
LY ASSOCIATED. 


We wroTe TO Mr. LawRence McK, MIrbbER, CHAIRMAN OF THE EXECUTIVE 
CoMMITTEE OF THE BoaRpD oF MANAGERS AND HE REPLIED: "IT HAS BEEN MY PRIV- 
ILEGE TO SERVE ON THE BoaRpD OF MANAGERS OF THE HOSPITAL FOR OVER THIRTY 
YEARS, AND DURING THAT TIME THERE HAVE BEEN FOUR DIFFERENT PRESIDENTS. IN 
RECENT YEARS, IN MY CAPACITY AS CHAIRMAN OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE, I 
HAVE QUITE NATURALLY BEEN VERY CLOSELY ASSOCIATED wiTH Mr. Duryee anp J] 
CAN TRUTHFULLY SAY THAT UNDER HIM, IN THE PAST TEN YEARS, MORE CONSTRUCT= 
IVE PROGRESS HAS BEEN MADE, IN EVERY WAY THAT JI CAN THINK OF, THAN IN THE 
PREVIOUS TWENTY YEARS OF MY TENURE ON THE BoARD. ONE THING THAT STANDS 
OUT AS HAVING BEEN ACCOMPLISHED DURING HIS TERM AS PRESIDENT AND THAT, OF 
COURSE IS THE AFFILIATION WITH THE New Yorx HosprTratu-CoRNELL MEDICAL 
CENTER, AND AS A RESULT OF THAT THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE NEW HOSPITAL AND 
NOW THE NEW RESEARCH BUILDING (JUST STARTED). IT TAKES LITTLE IMAGINATION 
TO REALIZE THE COUNTLESS HOURS WHICH MR. DURYEE HAS SPENT OVER THE YEARS 
IN THE INTEREST OF THE HOSPITAL AT GREAT PERSONAL SACRIFICE TO HIMSELF, 

I FEEL REASONABLY SURE THAT MR. DuRYEE MUST FEEL A DEEP SENSE OF SELF- 
SATISFACTION FOR ALL HE HAS DONE FOR OUR WONDERFUL INSTITUTION, AND IF HE 
DOES NOT, HE CERTAINLY SHOULD," 


FROM THE TIME AFFILIATION wiITH New York HoSPITAL WAS FIRST CONSIDERED 
UNTIL IT WAS AN ACCOMPLISHED FACT, THE SURGEON-IN-CHIEF AND THE PRESIDENT 
OF THE BOARD HAD RESPONSIBILITIES THAT NECESSITATED CLOSE COOPERATION AT 
ALL TIMES. THIS IS WHAT THAT RELATIONSHIP MEANT TO DR. Pururp D. Wruson, 
NOW SURGEON-IN-CHIEF, EMERITUS, aND Drrector oF RESEARCH & EDUCATION: 


"PeOPLE CONNECTED WITH A HOSPITAL SUCH AS THE H.S.S., ARE VERY APT TO 
TAKE FOR GRANTED THE FACT THAT THE ORGANIZATION RUNS SMOOTHLY. THEY DON'T 
OFTEN STOP TO CONSIDER WHAT MAKES THE MACHINE WORK OR TO INVESTIGATE ITS 
SOURCE OF POWER. THEY ARE SURPRISED TO LEARN THAT THE MAINSPRING OF THIS 
MACHINE IS REPRESENTED BY A BODY OF LAY PERSONS, BOTH MEN AND WOMEN, WHO 
GIVE UNSELFISHLY OF TIME AND EFFORT TO ACCOMPLISH THIS RESULT. THIS BODY 
rs THE Boarp oF MANAGERS OF THE HosprTaL. IT REPRESENTS AND COMPRISES THE 
MEMBERSHIP OF THE New Yorx SocreEvTy FOR THE RELIEF OF THE RUPTURED AND 
CRIPPLED, A CORPORATION WHICH OPERATES THE HOSPITAL FOR SPECIAL SURGERY 
AND THE MarcaReET M. Caspary Curnirc. Turis BoaRD IS SELF-PERPETUATING; IT 
ELECTS ITS OWN MEMBERS AND ACCEPTS THE RESIGNATION OF THOSE WHO CAN NO 
LONGER SERVE. IN IT IS VESTED OWNERSHIP OF ALL PROPERTIES BELONGING TO, 
AND ALL FUNDS THAT HAVE BEEN GIVEN TO THE CORPORATION. If HAS THE RES- 
PONSIBILITY OF APPOINTING THE SURGEON-IN-CHIEF, SUBJECT TO THE APPROVAL 
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oF THE DIRECTOR OF THE SURGICAL SERVICE OF THE NEw York HoSPITAL, THE 
ADMINISTRATIVE DIRECTOR AND ALL MEMBERS OF THE MEDICAL AND ADMINISTRA~- 
TIVE STAFF. 


A BODY POSSESSING SUCH IMPORTANT FUNCTIONS AS THESE CAN OPERATE 
ONLY IF IT HAS A GOOD ORGANIZATION. THIS ORGANIZATION IS ACHIEVED 
THROUGH THE ELECTION OF ITS OFFICERS, THE PRESIDENT, VARIOUS VICE= 
PRESIDENTS, A TREASURER, A RECORDING AND A CORRESPONDING SECRETARY. 
THe PRESIDENT IS GIVEN BROAD POWERS AND IN ADDITION HAS THE AUTHORITY 
TO APPOINT THE CHAIRMEN AND MEMBERS OF THE VARIOUS COMMITTEES. IT IS 
THROUGH THE EFFECTIVE WORK OF THESE COMMITTEES AND, PARTICULARLY, OF 
THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE THAT THE HOSPITAL MACHINERY IS KEPT WELL OILED 
AND RUNS SMOOTHLY. THE PRESIDENT EXERTS GREAT PERSONAL INFLUENCE BE- 
CAUSE HE NOT ONLY COORDINATES THE WORK OF THE DIFFERENT COMMITTEES, 
BUT ALSO THROUGH HIS CLOSE RELATIONS WITH THE MEMBERS OF THE MEDICAL 
STAFF, HE IS RESPONSIBLE FOR THE INTERPRETING MEDICAL POLICIES TO THE 
MEMBERS OF THE BOARD AND OBTAINING THEIR APPROVAL. 


WITHOUT SOME UNDERSTANDING OF THE RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE MEMBERS 
oF THE BoaRD OF MANAGERS AND PARTICULARLY OF THE PART PLAYED BY ITS 
PRESIDENT IN THE LEADERSHIP OF OUR HOSPITAL, IT WOULD BE DIFFICULT FOR 
THE MEMBERS OF ALL THE DEPARTMENTS AND ORGANIZATIONS OF THE HOSPITAL 
FOR SPECIAL SURGERY TO APPRECIATE THE IMPORTANCE OF THE ANNOUNCEMENT 
OF THE VOLUNTARY RETIREMENT OF SAMUEL DURYEE AS PRESIDENT OF THE BoaRD 
ON May Oru, 1958, Srwcece I woRKED IN CLOSE ASSOCIATION WITH HIM, AFTER 
HE WAS ELECTED PRESIDENT IN 1948, I FEEL QUALIFIED TO PAY TRIBUTE FO 
THE ENORMOUS VALUE OF THE SERVICES HE RENDERED DURING THIS LONG AND 
CRITICAL PERIOD OF TEN YEARS, BECAUSE HE POSSESSES A FRIENDLY 
NATURE WHICH HAS ENDEARED HIM TO ALL, J FEEL THAT WE SHALL NOT BE 
DETRACTING FROM HIS DIGNITY IN DROPPING FORMALITIES AND CALLING HIM 
HEREAFTER BY HIS GIVEN NAME OF SAM. 


HE WAS ELECTED TO THE OFFICE OF PRESIDENT AT A TIME WHEN THE FUTURE 
OF oUR HOSPITAL WAS SHROUDED IN DOUBT. FROM STUDIES THAT HAD BEEN MADE 
IT WAS GENERALLY AGREED THAT WITH THE CHANGING TIMES IT WOULD BE I~ 
POSSIBLE FOR ouR HOSPITAL TO SURVIVE SUCCESSFULLY FOR LONG, AS AN ISOLAT- 
ED INDEPENDENT INSTITUTION SPECIALIZING IN ORTHOPEDIC CONDITIONS AND 
RHEUMATIC DISEASES, AND FUNCTIONING IN OUR OLD LOCATION ON 42ND STREET. 
We HAD A CHOICE OF SEVERAL COURSES; WE COULD AFFILIATE WITH ONE OF THE 
LOCAL MEDICAL SCHOOLS WHICH WOULD NECESSITATE MOVING TO A NEW LOCATION, 
OR WE COULD EXPAND TO BECOME A GENERAL HOSPITAL WITH SPECIAL ORTHOPEDIC 
INTERESTS. OPINION WAS DIVIDED AS TO THE ADVISABILITY OF THESE PLANS 
AND IT WAS AT THIS TIME AND IN ORDER TO RESOLVE THESE DOUBTS THAT SAM 
wrRoTe To Docror ALLEN Grecc, DrRecToR oF THE MrepricaL DIVISION OF THE 
ROCKEFELLER FOUNDATION AND ASKED HIM TO STUDY THE SITUATION AND EXPRESS 
AN ADVISORY oprnron. DocroR GREGG RECOMMENDED THAT THE HOSPITAL SHOULD 
TRY TO ARRANGE AN AFFILIATION WITH THE New York HosprTaL-CORNELL MEDICAL 
CENTER AND BE PREPARED TO UNDERTAKE THE CONSTRUCTION OF A NEW BUILDING 
IN ITS vrcrnrvry. THIS OPINION WAS ACCEPTED BY ALL. 
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THEN FOLLOWED A PERIOD OF NEGOTIATION WITH THE REPRESENTATIVES 
or THE New York HOSPITAL AND THESE WERE CONDUCTED CHIEFLY BY SAM 
DURYEE HIMSELF, THESE FINALLY CULMINATED IN 1949 wrTH AN AGREEMENT 
OF AFFILIATION UNDER THE TERMS OF WHICH A BUILDING SITE WAS DONATED 
ON WHICH OUR BOARD UNDERTOOK TO CONSTRUCT A NEW HOSPITAL ENTIRELY 
AT ITS OWN EXPENSE. AUTONOMY OF THE NEW INSTITUTION WITH DUE REGARD 
TO THE BROAD GENERAL POLICIES OF THE CENTER AND COORDINATION OF ITS 
TEACHING RESPONSIBILITIES WAS ACCEPTED AND THE CONTROL OF ITS OPER- 
ATIONS AND FINANCES BY ITS OWN BoaARD OF MANAGERS WAS RECOGNIZED. 


THEN CAME THE PROBLEM OF FINANCING THE NEW CONSTRUCTION AND SAM 
RALLIED BOTH THE MEMBERS OF THE BOARD AND OF THE MeprcaL STAFF TO GO 
OUT AND RAISE FUNDS. THE ESTIMATED COST OF THE NEW BUILDING WAS THREE 
AND ONE HALF MILLION DOLLARS AND ENOUGH SUCCESS WAS OBTAINED FROM A 
FINANCIAL STANDPOINT TO PERMIT GOING AHEAD WITH BUILDING PLANS. THEN 
CAME THE KornEAN WAR AND ALL PLANS FOR STARTING CONSTRUCTION HAD TO BE 
POSTPONED, AT THIS TIME, HOWEVER, SAM WAS ABLE TO NEGOTIATE WITH THE 
New Yorx Hosprrau-CoRneLL MepIcaAL CENTER A PLAN OF NON-PROXIMAL AFFIL~ 
IATION WHICH ALLOWED OUR ORTHOPEDIC STAFF TO TAKE OVER THE OPERATION 
OF THE ORTHOPEDIC CLINICS, SERVICE, AND UNDER-GRADUATE TEACHING AT NEw 
York HOSPITAL, ON A TEMPORARY BASIS AND THIS PROVED AN EXCELLENT PREP- 
ARATORY EXPERIENCE FOR OUR LATER SERVICE IN THE NEW BUILDING. 


FrnaLuuy «In 1953 we WERE ABLE TO BEGIN THE NEW CONSTRUCTION BUT 
AS A RESULT OF INFLATIONARY TRENDS, WE NOW FOUND THAT THE ESTIMATED 
COST HAD JUMPED FROM 3 1/2 MILLION DOLLARS TO ABOUT SIX MILLIONS. 
More THAN 2 1/2 MILLION DOLLARS HAD TO BE RAISED. No ONE KNEW WHERE 
THIS MONEY WAS TO BE OBTAINED, BUT WE WERE ABLE TO REALIZE & 1/2 
MILLION FROM THE SALE OF OUR 42ND STREET PROPERTY, WE HAD RECEIVED A 
LEGACY OF ONE MILLION DOLLARS SHORTLY BEFORE FROM THE WILKS ESTATE 
AND A NUMBER OF FRIENDS CAME TO OUR AID, INCLUDING MR. ALFRED CASPARY 
WITH A GIFT OF ONE MILLION DOLLARS. WE WERE THUS ABLE TO BEGIN BUILD- 


ING OPERATIONS IN 1953 AND TO MOVE AND OCCUPY THE NEW HosprrTaut IN May, 
1955. 


MucH OF THIS IS AN OLD STORY, BUT If IS NECESSARY TO REVIEW IT 
HERE BECAUSE SAM DuRYEE'S TERM OF OFFICE AS PRESIDENT CORRESPONDED 
WITH THE YEARS IN WHICH CRUCIAL DECISIONS, CONCERNING THE FUTURE OF 
THE HOSPITAL HAD TO BE MADE, SUPPORT OF POLICIES HAD TO BE WON AND 
UNITY OF PURPOSE AND EFFORT ACHIEVED BOTH AMONG MEMBERS OF THE BOARD 
AND OF THE MEDICAL STAFF. 


I BELIEVE THAT THE HIGH QUALITY OF HIS LEADERSHIP WAS ATTESTED 
BETTER BY THE ATTAINMENT OF THIS UNITY OF PURPOSE AMONG ALL THE VARIED 
ELEMENTS OF OUR HOSPITAL ORGANIZATION THAN BY ANYTHING ELSE. HE KNEW 
FROM THE BEGINNING THAT UNITY WAS ESSENTIAL FOR SUCCESS AND HE WENT TO 
GREAT LENGTHS TO OBTAIN IT. ONE OF THE MOST DIFFICULT PROBLEMS WAS TO 
MAKE PROVISION FOR THE CONTINUED PROFESSIONAL ACTIVITIES OF MEMBERS OF 
OUR MEDICAL STAFF WHO COULD NOT BE RETAINED AFTER THE ACTIVITIES OF THE 
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HoSPITAL BECAME LIMITED ENTIRELY TO ORTHOPEDICS AND RHEUMATIC DIS-= 
EASES. THESE INCLUDED PARTICULARLY THOSE WHO HAD BEEN ON THE 
GENERAL SURGICAL AND SPECIAL SURGICAL SERVICES AT THE OLD HOSPITAL. 
Mr. DuRYEE SHOWED HIS LOYALTY TO THESE MEN ON MANY OCCASIONS AND 
SUCCEEDED IN OBTAINING STAFF PRIVILEGES FOR MOST OF THEM IN THE NEw 
Yorx HOSPITAL. 


TO GLOSS OVER, IN A FEW SENTENCES, THESE YEARS OF TRANSITION 
FROM THE OLD INDEPENDENT HOSPITAL ON 42ND STREET TO THE MAGNIFICENT 
NEW BUILDING ON Last 70TH STREET WITH ITS RESPONSIBILITIES OF AFFILI- 
ATION, TEACHING AND SPECIALIZATION IS MAKING IT TOO SIMPLE. AS FAR 
AS SAM DURYEE WAS CONCERNED, THEY WERE YEARS OF INTENSE ACTIVITY AND 
DEDICATED EFFORT. PROBLEMS WERE CONSTANTLY ARISING WHICH REQUIRED 
DECISION BY THE PRESIDENT, WHETHER MATTERS CONCERNING RELATIONS WITH 
THE CENTER, PLANNING OF THE NEW HOSPITAL, RAISING MONEY, OR AFFECTING 
RE-ORGANIZATION OF THE MEDICAL OR ADMINISTRATIVE STAFF. ALL OF THESE 
MATTERS REQUIRED IMMEDIATE DECISION AND ALL RAISED THE QUESTION OF 
WHETHER THE PRESIDENT HAD THE AUTHORITY TO MAKE THESE DECISIONS. SAM 
WAS ABLE TO ACT IN THESE SITUATIONS BECAUSE HE HAD THE COMPLETE BACK- 
ING OF HIS BOARD AND BECAUSE HE HAD THE WISDOM TO KNOW HOW TO DRAW 
THE LINE BETWEEN THE QUESTIONS HE COULD DECIDE HIMSELF AND THOSE WHERE 
HE SHOULD CONSULT HIS BOARD. 


THERE WERE INNUMERABLE MEETINGS OF BoARD, MEDICAL AND ADMINISTRA= 
TIVE STAFF COMMITTEES DURING THESE YEARS, AND THE MAJORITY OF THESE 
WERE ATTENDED BY SAM. HE GAVE ENORMOUS AMOUNTS OF TIME AND THOUGHT 
To THE HOSPITAL AND HIS LEADERSHIP WAS FELT AND APPROVED BY ALL. HE 
ENLISTED SUPPORT FOR ALL POLICIES AND OTHER MATTERS WHICH HE ADVOCATED 
AND OBTAINED AN UNIFIED FRONT AGAINST ALL OPPOSITION. J pon'?T KNOW ON 
WHAT HOURLY RATE SAM'S LAW FIRM EVALUATES HIS SERVICES, BuT I DO KNOW 
THAT IF CONSIDERED FROM THAT STANDPOINT, THE TIME SAM DONATED TO THE 
HOSPITAL DURING THESE YEARS, WOULD HAVE BEEN WORTH MANY THOUSANDS OF 
DOLLARS. 


IN ONE PARTICULAR MATTER CONCERNING A REAL ESTATE TRANSACTION 
THAT WAS TO PROVE OF GREAT BENEFIT TO THE HOSPITAL, SAM DESERVES SOLE 
CREDIT. THIS WAS THE ACQUISITION OF AN OPTION TO BUY THE LOT TO THE 
NORTH OF THE HOSPITAL BETWEEN 71S? AND 72ND STREET, ON THE LasST RIVER. 
DuRING THE EARLY PERIOD OF CONSTRUCTION OF THE NEW HOSPITAL, HE 
SUDDENLY DISCOVERED THAT THIS PROPERTY WAS TO BE PUT UP FOR SALE AT 
PUBLIC AUCTION. HE CALLED ME AND I REMEMBER GOING UP WITH HIM IN THE 
LATE AFTERNOON TO VIEW THE AREA. HE HAD A FEAR THAT OUR NEW BUILDING 
MIGHT BE LOCKED IN BY HOSTILE REAL ESTATE OWNERS AND THAT WE MUST HAVE 
ROOM FOR FUTURE EXPANSION. HE HAD LITTLE TIME IN WHICH TO ACT, BUT HE 
CALLED UP A FEW MEMBERS OF THE BOARD AND OBTAINED THE APPROVAL WHICH 
ALLOWED HIM TO PURCHASE THE PROPERTY. WITHOUT THIS ACT THERE WOULD BE 
wo ReseaRcH BUILDING IN CONSTRUCTION TODAY NOR ANY PLANS FOR ANY. HE 
HAD A GREAT NOSE FOR REAL ESTATE AND THIS LEAD HIM A FEW YEARS LATER 
TO PROPOSE TO THE BOARD THE PURCHASE OF AN OPTION ON PROPERTY TO THE 
WEST OF THE RESEARCH BUILDING SITE. THIS WAS APPROVED AND AS A RESULT 
THE HOSPITAL HAS BEEN PLACED IN A FAVORABLE SITUATION FOR CONTROLLING 
ADDITIONAL ADJACENT REAL ESTATE IF IT SO DESIRES. TuHROUGH SAM'S FORE- 
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SIGHT THE HOSPITAL HAS BEEN RELIEVED OF POSSIBLE WORRY OVER BEING 
LOCKED IN. 


As CHAIRMAN OF THE BoaRD OF MANAGERS, SAM ALWAYS CALLED HIS 
MEETINGS TO ORDER ON TIME AND EXPEDITED THE BUSINESS. HE WAS AN 
ADMIRABLE PRESIDING OFFICER BECAUSE HE ALWAYS GAVE DIVERGENT OP- 
INIONS A CHANCE. FOR FULL EXPRESSION. ON THE OTHER HAND, HE ALWAYS 
TRIED TO AVOID WASTING THE TIME OF HIS BOARD MEMBERS FROM CONFUSING 
Drscussron. T0 aVOID THIS HE WENT TO GREAT LENGHTS TO OBTAIN CONCISE 
REPORTS FROM COMMITTEES TO WHICH PROBLEM MATTERS HAD BEEN PREVIOUSLY
